with provifions) contrary to the cleareft rights of 
neutral nations, whether this be viewed as the con- 
ftruction meant to be given to any articles in the 
trezty, or as contrary to and an ixfraéction of the 
true meaning and fpirit thereof—the houfe cannot 
but regard it as incumbent on them, in fidelity to 
the truft repofed in them, to forbear, under fich 
vircumitances, taking at prefent aay aGiive mea- 
fures on the fubject, therefore 

Refolved, 
That under the circumftances aforefaid, and with 
fuch information as the houfe poffets, it is not ex- 
péedient at this time te concur in pafiing the igws 
neceflary for carrying the faid treaty into effect. 

It was referred to the committee on the ftate of 
the union, and ordered to be printed.
